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Council Hear 
Committee Reports 


Crow's Nest Pass Field Coal Mines 
Working Slack Time 


The mayor and all councillors 
sat in on regular session at the 
council meeting a week ago Tues¬ 
day night. 

Councillor Wavrecan reported 
on the work done in regards the 
Welfare Committee stating that 
the Salvation Army and the Un¬ 
ited Church had expressed will¬ 
ingness to serve on the commit¬ 
tee. Padre Moss and Father Sul¬ 
livan were yet to be contacted. 
On motion of the council, Coun¬ 
cillor Wavrecan will represent the 
council on the board. 

Councillor Wood, chairman of 
the police committee, reported on 
the matter of the police car and 
reported a plan of paying repairs 
on the car plus 5 cents per mile, 
the policeman being responsible 
for the puchase of a new car when 
needed. After some discussion the 
council voted to try this plan for 
a three month period. 

The matter of taxis came before 
council again, J. Koury notifying 
that he intended applying for a 
licence and would use space 
available on the streets. Council 
agreed that they would have no 
objection, but could not allot any 
stand to this new venture. 

A letter was received from W. 
Klebinksi asking that he be al¬ 
lowed to operate his taxi stand 
in front of the Grand Onion. 
Council discussed the matter and 
brought up again the law that no 
parking could be permitted in 
front of a hotel entrance. This 
law and the desire to provide 
main street parking for private 
citizens had resulted in moving 
the one stand from in front of 
the Coleman Hotel to the aven¬ 
ue, and the mutual agreement 
that the other stand be located 
on the Grand Union parking lot. 
Snow was a problem that couldn’t 
alter this decision as council felt 
that other business men had the 
snow problem and removed it by 
shoveling their own area free. It 
was decided to stay with the ori¬ 
ginal decision. 

The niatter of the West Cole¬ 
man bridge came up again with 
information that it had been bar¬ 
ricaded and signs erected from 
time to time with motorists tear¬ 
ing down the barricades. The 
government culvert has been or¬ 
dered and wiU be installed as 
soon as it arrives. Until thfs 
time the bridge poses a danger to 
motorists and is to be fenced off. 


All mines in Crow’s Nest Pass 
are on a three and four day work¬ 
ing week. The mines on the Al ¬ 
berta side of the Pass have been 
on short time for well over one 
year arid has become a regular 
sequence. The resultant lack of 
income to the miners is keenly 
felt throughout the business and 
services of the Pass. At present 
there does not appear to be any 
significant change in the coal 
markets tending to improve this 
condition and therefore payday 
will be short for the Christmas 
period. 

In the British Columbia section 
of the Pass, that is, the Michel 
and Fernie fields, the miners have 
fared much better, having lost 
but 30 days each since September 
1, 1952. A large briquetting plant 
is being constructed at Michel 
and it is expected that in the near 
future a full five-day week will b - 
resumed. By-product plants at 
Michel use a major portion of all 
coal mined at Michel and Fernie, 
producing tar, coke, etc. 


A bus now travels from Cole¬ 
man to Michel daily, transporting 
miners from this area to the 
Michel mine. Some twenty certi¬ 
ficated miners are still required 
at the Michel mine as reported by 
F. J. Lote, manager of the Blair- 
more offices of the Uneiftploy- 
ment Commission. 

LUMBER INDUTJStRY 

In the lumbering industry, 
practically all the sawmills and 
logging camps of the East Koote¬ 
nay are closed down due to the 
strike. Operators and camps not 
unionized are also compelled to 
close as are planer mills who re¬ 
ceive their products. 

Fernie, Michel, Cranbrook and 
all smaller localities are feeling 
the serious loss of this payroll in - 
come. Operators are firm in their 
stand towards the employees. 
Lumber demand and prices have 
fallen considerably and operators 
are prepared to close down until 
late next spring, as loss of orders 
and weather conditions will pre¬ 
vent operations

The Saskatchewan conservation 
board—in an attempt to stamp out 
the malady—has decided to put 
conservation into reverse and al¬ 
low trappers to take extra-heavy 
quotas of beaver this season. 

There will be no indiscrhrrnate 


the number of beaver which can 
be taken. 

A total of 23,000 beaver pelts 
were taken last season and this 
winter’s trapping will take many 
more. The effect of the move on 
beaver pelt prices is not known, 
but the experts predict it will 
force a drop in prices.

They 
know the buttons in the collection 
so well that they are quite sure 
when they find different buttons 
in a Curiosity shop White Ele¬ 
phant or Good Will shop. 

A good many people hearing of 1 
their interest have sent them but-1 
tons and they have more than 
4,300 buttons now classified on 
heavy cards, jr* 

One of the most interesting 
cards is one on which the buttons 
demonstrate the many kinds of 
material from which they have 
been made. To name a few, there 
are lead, glass, pewter, brass horn, 
cut glass, amber, fool’s gold, 
whalebone, pressed paper, stone, 
agate, gold, silver, cut steel, jet 
and china. 

One card is made up completely 
of jet buttons and trim which 
were marks of the late Victorian 
period in fashion. Another card 
is all buttons of white mother of ] 
pearl and another card has smok-1 
ed pearl buttons. 

In the coat button collection 
there is a roughly made button 
of bone which was found in a 
gravel pit and which likely came 
from the heavy buffalo coat of 
the earlier settlers here. 

One card has a collection of 
buttons from uniforms of all 
kinds, including a button from a 
R.N.W.M.P. uniform. Another card 
exhibits navy buttons entirely. A 
set of marcasite buttons is ar¬ 
ranged to look like a necklace, 
and a very pretty one it makes. 

One entertaining group of but¬ 
tons all came from “the hind of 
house dress that sells for $1.98” 
Mr. Barber said. They are all very 
thin buttons and none of them 
could possibly be much more than 
a decoration, no one would trust 
long to them holding at the shank. 

There is a card of the little but¬ 
tons once used for trimming on 
dresses, suits and blouses, which, 
will be remembered by those who 
wore the rows and rows of minute 
buttons on sleeves or the front of 
georgette blouses. 

It’s a dandy hobby for many of 
thfl buttons have intere&fciiuf h i s- 
tories and many are old enough 
to be classified as antique. Some 
of them are very beautiful and 
exhibit exquisite workmanship, as 
in the cut glass and French en¬ 
amel buttons. The hobby isn’t 
expensive and it provides plenty 
of occupation for cold winter eve¬ 
nings and an objective on trips.

Coleman High School 
Curling 

In 1948 a group of boys from 
grades nine to twelve asked per¬ 
mission from the men’s curling 


being granted, Coleman high 
school curling had its start. Be¬ 
cause of the short season the boys 
played only three or four games, 
but their enthusiasm was so great 
that they made big plans for the 
next year.

Jack Kerr and his 
team of Bill Kerr, Audrey Erick¬ 
son and Jean Parker came out on 
top to win the Coleman high 
to school curling trophy. This sea- 
( son finished with Bob Park, Jack 
Kerr, George Pomenko and Peter 
Kovacik travelling to Calgary to 
Participate in the Alberta high 
school curling playdowns. There 
the boys found the competition 
keen and with their little experi¬ 
ence they were no match for the 
opposing team. 

In 1950 the number of teams 
was raised to nine and that sea¬ 
son finished with Bob Park, Don¬ 
ald Wilson (now of Drumhellen, 
Elizabeth Ballak and Marlene Bell 
winning the curling trophy. That 
year Bob Park, Jack Kerr, Barry 
Panek and Felix Mikuse repre¬ 
sented the school in Calgary and 
showed an increased ability to 
compete with outside teams al¬ 
though they lost out in some 
very close games. 

In 1952-53 the competition was 
greater for the playoff for the 
curling trophy required two round 
robins, in which Bill Kerr's team, 
consisting of Stanley Mikuse, Dora 
Gentile and Ada Richards, came 
through with flying colors to win 
the trophy. It was George Jenk¬ 
ins, Bill Kerr, Robert Rypien and 
Kenneth Laithwaite who went to 
the out-of-town game. 

The curling season is again roll¬ 
ing around this year and Coleman 
high school curling group are 
looking forward to a much better 
season than the last.

Civil Defence 

Too many people in our com- 
nuuniity are unaware of the sig¬ 
nificance of the Civil Defence or¬ 
ganization in town. The import¬ 
ance and success of this project is 
based entirely on the attitude of 
the citizens. As we all know Civil 
Defence plays an important role 
in the event of disaster and need. 
Each and every one of us should 
be prepared to face and assist in 
time of calamities such as floods, 
fires and welfare needs. 

Civil Defence is a tremendous 
unit controlled by a central group 
and carried on throughout such 
democratic countries as Great 
Britain, United States, and Can¬ 


ada. We must not think that we 
are isolated in our little commun¬ 
ity, for We are all linked together 
in this huge scheme where every¬ 
one must play his part, in order 
for the venture to succeed. 

Co-operation is essential among 
the nation and Civil Defence 
should be supported by each little 
community. Municipalities should 
be trained to handle emergencies 
so that they will be able to cope 
with local disasters. The value of 
Civil 'Defence is unlimited, for 
although it is depended on dur¬ 
ing war, the main emphasis, is 
placed on the prompt action and 
help it supplies us in emergencies 
in our every-day life. 

During ihe fall of 1950 fifteen 
members of our community at¬ 
tended the first meeting of Civil 
Defence, which was and still is 
controlled by the town council’s 
authority. One year was required 
to decide on what to do — for 
these people were tackling a huge 
idea and they have done such a 
fine job that at the present date 
Coleman can compare favorably 
wiith many of our large cities in 
our Civil Defence work. The Civil 
Defence school was set up in the 
spring of 1951, when the staffs 
for each particular sections were 
appointed. Mr. John A. MacDon¬ 
ald was appointed as defence con¬ 
troller and has retained this po¬ 
sition up to the present date. 

As we mentioned previously, 
Civil Defence is not only a war 
effort but is capable of rendering 
assistance during any serious 
emergencies. You may wonder 
what Civil Defence can possibly 
do during peace-time. During 
major catastrophes such as fires, 
floods and tornados, where a large 
number of people are involved, 
Civil Defence renders aid and po¬ 
licing where it is needed. Evacua¬ 
tion is carried out if necessary, 
and food and shelter are provided. 
Debris is cleared up and build¬ 
ings and damaged property are 
reconstructed so the people may 
start to work again. The para¬ 
mount importance of Civil De¬ 
fence at present is to help peo¬ 
ple to help themselves. The one 
example that comes to mind is 
the householder. She can indeed 
profit from training in fire, first 
aid and home nursing. Active 
work around Canada^ already ac¬ 
complished by Civil Defence can 
be illustrated by many examples 
such as the Winnipeg floods, the 
Sarnia tornados and Barrhead, 
North Alberta, where Civil De¬ 
fence assisted in the evacuation 
from a burning hospital. We must 
always be on the alert and our 
Civil Defence organizers are do¬ 
ing this by giving the public in¬ 
formation and training under 
various divisions.

Minor Hockey 
Highlights . . . 

remember when ? ?

Peter Chaluk admitted kicking 
the puck into the Vegreville net 
in the Alberta Midgets final of 
the 1949-50 season. This goal 
could easily have decided the se¬ 
ries. Sportsmanship like that is 
not very often exhibited around 
hockey palaces any more. 

The Coleman Grands, featur¬ 
ing many graduates of the Cole¬ 
man Pee Wee hockey system, won 
the Western Canada Intermediate 
hockey championship of the 1946- 
1947 season. 

The Chicago Black Hawks of 
the N. H. L. invited former C.'H.S 
students Alex Kovacik, Richard 
Antenenko and Ted Kryczka to 
their professional hockey training 
camp in the fall of 1948-49. 

The Coleman Comets won the 
Alberta “B” Midget title and then 
challengted the Calgary Buffa¬ 
loes for the Alberta “A” title and 
were routed in a two-game total- 
goal series by score of 23-5. Year 
—1949-50. 

William Truch gained nine 
shutouts in 15 Pee Wee hockey 
matches. Really a remarkable feat 
—Year 1950-51. 

Ted Kryczka and Alex Kova¬ 
cik were burning up the ice lanes 
5 for the Coleman Juveniles of 
1945-46. 

Mr. J. McDonald and Mr. Cou¬ 
sins managed the Coleman high 
school hockey teams. 

George Jenkins sniped the win¬ 
ning goal to give the Coleman 
Comets the Alberta “B - ’ midget 
championship in a thrilling over¬ 
time series. 

George Kolibas saved Coleman 
from being swamped by the pow¬ 
erful Calgary midgets with his 
lone bally. Incidentally, Coleman 
lost by a 12^1 score. 

Captain Joe Kryczka received 
on behalf of the 1951-52 Coleman 
Juveniles the Greenhill Trophy, 
symbolic of CjN.P. juvenile su¬ 
premacy. This was the first time 
Coleman juveniles had ever cap¬ 
tured this coveted piece of hockey 
silverware. 

The 1952-53 Coleman juveniles 
lost 6-3 to the Lethbridge crew in 
the last three minutes of play. 

Eddie Belter dipsy-doodled thru 
the Canmore juveniles defence to 
register a well-earned hat trick, 
his first of the 195*2-53 season. 

The “under-dog" Coleman Com¬ 
ets upset Bellevue in the first 
. game of the 1949-50 midget play- 
downs with a decisive 2-0 win. 

John Tarcon romped the ice 
lanes for the 1951-52 Coleman 
Comets and compiled enough 
points to gain "runner-up" spot 
in the C.NP. Midget Hockey 
League scoring parade. 

Barry Fraser shifted opposing 
defence blocks time and time 
again to lead the 1952-53 Cole¬ 
man All-Stars to the Alberta ban¬ 
tam final. 

The hectic series between the 
Calgary Argo juveniles of 1943- 
44 and the Coleman juveniles who 
boasted such famous local stars 
as Jimmy Slugg and Johnny Ry- 
pien. 

Coleman’s own minor hockey 
graduates Johnny Rypien and 
Jimmy Slugg circled the ice paths 
with the Edmonton Canadians, 
Alberta junior champions, and 
how both of these boys captured 
the scoring championship in two 
successive years. 

Starry Mike Hudz, another Cole¬ 
man product, bolstered the Ed¬ 
monton Canadians, in Trail dur¬ 
ing the Western Canada junior 
hockey final. 

Don Kirk started his hockey 
career in the local ice palace and 
then followed it up with sensa¬ 
tional performances for the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta Golden Bears. 

Donnie Fraser, Edmonton Oil 
Kings of 1951-52 sparkled in the 
Coleman Pee Wee hockey system. 
Pee Wee Puck Notes: 

Pee Wee hockey was first or¬ 
ganized in the town of Coleman 
during the season of 1936-36. The 
original executive in charge of 
Pee Wee operations were Bob Pa*t - 
tinson, Mayor George Pattinson, 
Mr R. 'Bell, Mr. J. McDonald, Mr. 
G. Nurcombe, Mr. F. Aboussafy. 
Mr. B. Gates, Mr. J. Wavrecan 
and Mr. R. Spillers. Mr. Spillers, 
of the original executive, is still 
capably handling the hockey 
youth of this town, particularly 
the Pee Wee pucksters. 

The premiere Pee Wee league 
included such teams as the Elks, 
the Slovaks, the Shamrocks, the 
Polish Eagles, the Italians and the 
Pattinsons. At present the league 
consists of four teams, sponsored 
by the Elks Lodge, Lions Club, the 
B E. S. L. Legion and Pattinson’s 
Hardware. 

During the first of the 17 years 
of Pee Wee organization the 
youngsters had very little chance 
to participate in our arena be¬ 


cause of the presence of senior 
hockey. However, with the birth 
of the Coleman Community Sports 
Association came the opportunity 
for amateur hockey to gain a rank 
and for everyone to enjoy the re¬ 
creation facilities provided by the 
town. 

The teams compete annually for 
the Red and White cup, donated 
to the league by Bill Gate. In 
former years the league honored 
the scoring champion with a jack¬ 
et and crest emblematic of his 
achievement. The scoring champi¬ 
onships have of late been discon¬ 
tinued because they made for self¬ 
ish play among certain team play¬ 
ers. Finding its way into the Pee 
Wee system for the first time in 
1947-48 was the beautiful Legion 
Memorial Trophy presented to the 
player most valuable to his team 
during the entire season. This 
memorial trophy is a means of 
commemorating our Fallen Heroes 
of World War II, many of whom 
donned a pair of skates-for their 
first time in Coleman. Winners 
of this trophy have been 1947- 
48, P. Chaluk; 1949-50, Alex Cor¬ 
nett; 1950-61, B. Helmer; 1951-52. 
William Truch. 

Turning to the teams them¬ 
selves we see that some of the 
most outstanding squads in local 
league play were the undefeated 
Lions of 1945-46, captained toy 
Eddie Glowacz; the undefeated 
Legionnaires of 1946-47, captain¬ 
ed by 'Peter Kovacik, and finahy 
the undefeated Pattinsons of 
1949-50 captained by Joe Kryczka. 

Among the better All-Star bant¬ 
am aggregations to represent 
Coleman in provincial playdowns 
were the ’45 bantams who reach¬ 
ed the Alberta bantam fihal only 
to lose out to Calgary. Members 
of this team were Paul Silvers, 
Mike Aldoff, Alex Kovacik, How¬ 
ard Bennett, Geno Salvador, Wes¬ 
ton Collins, Larry Sullivan. An¬ 
drew Salus, Glen Fraser, Robert 
Wilson, Kenneth Jackson, Tommy 
Gejdos, John Graham, Donnie 
Fraser, Ed Antenenko and Albert 
Gettman.

Midget Matter— 

Midget teams in the town of 
Coleman were not entered in any 
league until 1950-51. However the 
Coleman midget clubs were major 
contenders for the Alberta title 
as far back as the ’30’s and duelled 
such stiff opposition as Calgary 
and Lethbridge All-Star clubs. 
Among those clubs to bring midge; 
honors to Coleman were: midgets 
of 1943-44, who captured the Al¬ 
berta midget championship and 
the 1949-50 midgets who won the 
Alberta “B" midget championship.

midget reign. 

The Jist and Gest 
of Juvenile Hockey 

Juvenile hockey gained a poor 
early start in Coleman and there¬ 
fore did not become too prominent 


till 1945-46. Although it did not 
flourish at first, juvenile hockey 
did help produce such greats as 
Fred Beddington and Calvin God¬ 
frey, only to mention a few. 

During 1945-46 the juveniles had 
a particularly good season. 

Members of this 'team: P. Sil¬ 
ver, D. Cherry, R. Antenenko, H. 
Bennett, L. Sullivan, T Kryczka, 
A. Kovacik, J. Gettman, N. Ford, 
<E. Lart and L. Sikora. 

The juveniles entered the new¬ 
ly organized C.N.P.J.H. league in 
1956-51 but this year lost out to 
the Blairmore Bear Cats in the 
league final. However, the story 
was different in 1951-52 and the 
locals brought the Greenhill sil¬ 


verware to Coleman. 

Coleman again captured the 
cup in 1952-53. These two latter 
teams also represented ithe C.N.P. 
in the Alberta provincial junior 
Playdowns. Both times, unfortu¬ 
nately the Coleman clubs were 
stopped by the high-flying Miners 
from Drumheller. These teams 
boasted such players as S. HalL- 
uk, J. Nowosad, J. Kryczka, G. 
Jenkins, R. Koentges, R. Truart, 
A. Kryczka, A. Siska, D. Young, 
A. Tomlins J. Anderson, D. Jamie¬ 
son, R. Blake, W. Tymchyna, P. 
Filewich, E. Belter, J. Tarcon, F. 
Oliva and D Kreminlcka. 

Because there Is such a great 
number of players and facts in¬ 


volved in the history of Coleman’s 
minor hockey it is impossible for 
us to cover them all.

Christian Leadership 
School Official 
Visits Coleman 

Mr. R. McLaren, principal of 
the Christian Leadership Train¬ 
ing School at Naramata, B. C., 
visited Coleman Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 6. He was guest speaker at 
an official Board Supper at the 
United Church which was well 
attended Music was provided by 
the Junior Choir under Mrs. Ar¬ 
lene Hill. Their number “Beside 
Still Waters” was beautiful. Mrs. 
Gwen Cousins was accompanist. 
A male trio — Dr. E. C. Bryant, 
Robert Wooods and Ray Burkin- 
saw sang “Though Your Sins Be 
As Scarlet”. 

Mr. McLaren was at Crossfield, 
Alberta and taught school at Cas¬ 
tor before entering the ministry. 
He was Secretary of Boys' Work 
for four years where he saw the 
great need for Leadership Train¬ 
ing Schools for laymen. He quit 
his job and started out with no 
money but a great deal of faith, 
to work for a school. Today a six- 
month winter course is offered, 
of which 260 young people have 
taken advantage. Two-week sum¬ 
mer courses are offered Sunday 
School teachers and other church 
workers. There are eight cottages 
for married couples and nurseries 
provided for children while the 
parents take courses There are 
plans for building other similar 
schools across Canada. Mr. Mc¬ 
Laren stressed the importance of 
Christianity to the individual life 
and explained his points in a 
simple, direct manner, backed by 
a winning personality. All who 
met Mr. McLaren were sorry his 
stay was so short. He left Satur¬ 
day for Barons for a four-day 
Mission. 

Civil Defence Lecture 

About thirty persons attended 
the Civil Defense lecture held 
on Thursday, Nov. 26. 

Mr. S. Ondrus gave the sec¬ 
ond lecture on gasses. He des¬ 
cribed the common gasses that 
could be met both in peace and 
war time. These are carbon mon¬ 
oxide, carbon tetrachloride, and 
methyl choride. Of these three 
a respirator will not be of any 
value against carbon monoxide. 

Individual protection against 
gasses can be given by respira¬ 
tors and detectors. For protec¬ 
tion of large numbers of persons 
shelters and individual homes 
may be used. 

Mr. Ondrus concluded his lec¬ 
ture by outlining the effect of 
ground and weather conditions 
on non-persistant and persistant 
gasses. The non-persistant gases 
last much longer. 

The various sections then con¬ 
tinued their own special instruc¬ 
tion. All section^ received basic 
first aid training, while the wom¬ 
en continued in their home nurs¬ 
ing instruction. 

Beginning this week, lectures 
will be held every two weeks. The 
next lecture falls in December 10. 
There will be no lectures during 
the Christmas holidays. The next 
school following the holidays will 
be on January 7, 1954. 

The next lecture of the home- 
nusing will be held at the CNP 
Municipal hospital under the di¬ 
rection of Miss Clemis.

The coloring of the back and 
wings feather was a rich pearl- 

grey. The bird—it IS a goose of 
some kind — had a snowy-white 
breast, black legs and feet and 
a neck and head of a tame goose. 
In fact, when expert hunters took 
a look at the head and neck they 
promptly said “tame goose,” but 
when they looked at the body, 
wings and legs they could only 
say “not tame goose”. 

The fact that it has none of the 
coloring or markings of any known 
wild goose, and the fact that the 
head and neck resemble those of 
a tame goose, make Mr. Turner 
wonder if it might be a cross-breed 
between a wild and tame goose.
